COLBERT GLENN presented & petition
signed by 1200 citizens asking that Cameron Rosd between U.S. 290 and East 5lst
Street be considered for immediate paving, Mr, Felts asked that a tewporary
type of pavement be placed pending the regular permanent type. The Director
of Public Works stated plans had been worked up for bl' pavement, but there
was g delay in getting right-of-way for future widening. The spokesmen were
advised of the procedure to follow in getting the people signed up for permanent
paving, as the Council did not favor a temporary type of paving.

The Council had under consideration the request for financial relief
from the Austin Transit Corporation. MR. CLYDE MALONE and MKR. FRANK DENIUS
represented the Corporation. MR. M. H. CROCKEIT stated the Compsny needed
an incresse or it would be forced out of business and the City would have to
take over. MR. H. O. Z0CH, interested in the special school service for the
children in Delwood IV area, stated their group was willing to pay extra for
the extra service. After detailed discussion, Councilman White umoved to
increase the school children's fare on regulay busses to T¢ and special busses
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to 10¢; increase the weekly passes to $1.00, and leave the regular cash fare
at 15¢ as it now stands.

1. THAT space for the uses hereingbove enumerated be granted to sald

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(1) That the Contractor shall erect and maintain contimuously in good
condition during the use of said space hereby allotied, a substantial walkway
at least .t feet wide in the clear on the inside and at least 8 feet high, the
same to be covered solidly on the street side with boards to a height of 4 feet
above pavement snd cn the building side to be covered solidly with boards to a
height of 8 feet. The top of the walkway shall be covered solidly with boards
at least 2 inches thick, which shall be supported at intervals sufficiently
close to prevent sagging of the roofing boards. The roof of said walkway shall
be covered with a roofing materisl which will prevent leaking of the roof and
provide a dry walkway at all times. No wood strips or obstructions of any kind
shall be permitted along the pavement within the walkway, and at any time in
the opinlon of the City Officials it becomes necessary for any reason to install
a board floor within the walkway the Contractor shall upon notice from the
Building Inspector immediately place such a wood floor and substantially support
same to prevent sagging under load.

(2) 'That the Contractor is permitted to construet inm his working
space a substantial gate which shall be kept closed at all times when not in
use, and at all times that such gate is open, the Contractor shall maintain a
person at this gate to warn pedestrians and vehicles of approaching trucks.
This gate is not to open out so as to impede vehicular or pedestrian traffic.

(3) That no vehicles in loading or unloading material at the working
space shall park on any part of the street outside of the allotted working space.

(4) That "No Parking" signs shall be placed on the street side of ‘the
barricades.

(5) That the Contractor is permitted to construct a temporary work
office within such allotted working space provided such work office is not
within 25 feet of any corner street intersection.

(6} Thet the Contractor shall in no way obstruct any fire plugs or
other public utilities in the construction of such barricades.

(7} That provisions shall be made for the normal flow of all storm
waters in the gutter and the Contractor will be responsible for any damage
done due to ohstruction of any such storm water.

(8) That the Contractor shall place on the outside corners of any
walkway, barricades or cbstructions, red lights during all periods of darkness
and. provide lighting system for all tunnels.

(9) That the Contractor shall remove all fences, barricades, loose
materials and other cbstructions on the sidewalk and street immediately after
the necessity for their existence on said sidewalk or street has ceased, such
time to be determined by the City Manager, and in any event all such sidewalk,
barricades, materials, equipment and other obstructions shall be removed not
later than December 12,1957, which time may be extended if necessary.

(10) That the City reserves the right to revoke at any time any and all
the privileges herein granted or to require the erection or installation of
additional barriers or safeguards if the conditions demand it.
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(11) That the use and enjoyment of the spaces herein granted shall not
be exclusive as sgainst public needs, and the City, in making such grant reserves
the right to ender and occupy any part or all of said space any time with its
public utilities, or for other necessary public purposes.

(12) That any public utility, or public or private property disturbed
or injured as.a result of any of the activities necessary for the completion
of the construction work for saild building projects, whether done by the Con-
